List ways to measure implicit memory: 


While taking her Psych 224 exam, Maria notices that all the answers seem to come 
to her immediately and she begins to experience an odd feeling of "deja vu" and 
begins to think that she has already seen most of the questions before. A cognitive 
psychologist would explain Maria's feelings as being due to: 

Bob is worried about his mother. He gives her very specific information about 
internet scams and warns her about them, but then finds that she has fallen for the 
scams. When he asks her about this, she says that the information in the scam "felt 
true" and that she didn't remember him telling her that it was a scam. It seems 
likely that what is happening is that Bob's mother has:

In an experiment, subjects watch a film of a car accident. Subjects in different 
conditions see the car traveling at either 20 or 40 miles per hour. The subjects are 
asked how fast the car was going when it "smashed” into the tree or when it "hit" the 
tree. What is the most likely result of this experiment? 


In experiments where people see pictures of an event (such as a car accident), then 
are asked misleading questions about the event, what is the typical effect of this post 
event information? 


Nasser and Harsch (1992) asked students how they had heard about the Challenger 
space shuttle explosion on two occasions: the day after the explosion and two and a 
half years later. They found that: 
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What evidence supports a distinction between implicit and explicit memory? 


In the Baker/baker paradigm, participants studied faces paired with a word that 
they were either told was that person’s occupation (e.g., "baker”] or were told was 
that person's name (e.g., "Baker”). The results showed that: 


Subjects were divided into two groups, each of which was presented with the same 
list of 15 words, all the names of common objects. The words were presented one at 
a time. Subjects in GROUP 1 were asked to give a use for each of the objects. 

Subjects in GROUP 2 were asked to count the number of vowels in each word. After 
an hour delay, the subjects in both groups were asked to perform two tasks: 

TASK 1: Fill in word fragments which were created from the words on the study list. 
The subjects were simply told to use the fragments to make a word; they were NOT 
told to use words from the study list. The word fragments were created so that they 
could be completed with several different words. For example, if "screwdriver" was 

on the list of 15 words, subjects might be asked to complete the fragment "scr_" 

- obviously, this could be completed with "screwdriver" but also with "scream" or 
"scratch". The dependent measure in this task was the number of fragments 
subjects completed with words from the study list. 

TASK 2: Recall as many words as possible from the study list. The dependent 
variable measured for this task was percent recall. 

The difference between TASK 1 and TASK 2 is that:
